9*  In  order  to  build  a  stable  fishery  position  in 
the  South  we  nust  strive  towards  increasing  the  nur.bcr  of 
fishing  boats,  removal  of  restrictions  at  ports  of  inport 
of  fish,  establishment  of  fishery  bases,  and  acquisition 
of  other  rights  and  interests  pertaining  to  the  conducting 
of  the  marine,  product  industry.

domestic  and  foreign  economic  policies  and  their  enforcement, 
with  a  view  towards  guiding  and  strengthening  ocononic 
collaboration  with  the  Lnpire, 

Tvo  N.E.I.  shall  to  required  to  consult  the  above- 
mentioned  organs  with  regard  to  trade,  finance,  taxation, 
customs  duties,  economic  agreements  with  third  countries, 
enterprises,  traffic  and  communications,  etc.

will  be  :.8de  to  participate  in  the  Consultative  Connittee 
in  the  Ministry  of  Economics. 
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
